A BIT OF HISTORY. 

Jelfersotli Monroe and Livingston 

liuildeil Better Than They Knew. 

Mr. Jefferson was President of the 
United States at that time, and he was 
a man who hated war of any descrip- 
lion. He certainly did not wish to fight 
with Ills own oouutrymen, mid he as 
certainly did not wish to fight with any 
other nation, so lie searched around for 
some sort of a compromise. lie thought 
that if America could own even one 
port on this useful river and had the 
right of Mississippi navigation the mat¬ 
ter would be settled with satisfaction 
to all parties. So he sent James .Mon- j 
roe over to Paris to join our minister, j 
Air. Livingston, anil see if tile two of 
litem together could not persuade 
Prance to still them the island of New 
.Orleans, on which was the city of the 
same name. 

Now Napolcuo was the ruler of 
France, and lie was dreaming dreams 
and seeing visions in which France 
was tin- most important power in 
America, because she owned Ibis won¬ 
derful Mississippi Kiver and all this 
"Louisiana” which stretched back from 
the river to the rockiest. lie already 
held forts along the river, and lie was 
planning to strengthen this;- and build 
some new ones. Hut you know what 
happens to the plans of mice and men 
sometimes. Napoleon was depending 
upon his army to help him out on these 
plans, but bis armies in San Domingo 
wore swept away by war and sickness, 
so that on the day that he had set for 
them to move up Into Louisiana not a 
ninn was able to go. At the same time 
Napoleon Imd on hand another scheme 
against England, which was even more 
Important than his plans for America, 
and which demanded men and money. 
Besides this, he was shrewd enough to 
know that he could not hold this far¬ 
away territory for any 1 ng time 
against England, which had so many 
more ships than France, lie suddenly 
.changed his mlml about Ids American 
possessions, and nearly sent Mr. Mon¬ 
roe and Mr. Livingston Into a state of 
collapse by offering to sell them not 
only New Orleans, but also the whole 
province of Louisiana. 

There was no time to write to Presi¬ 
dent Jefferson and ask his advice, and 
this was before the days of the cable; 
so Monroe and Livingston took the 
matter into their own hands, nnd 
signed the contract which transferred 
the Louisiana territory to the United 
States for the consideration of if 1 r>,- 
0)0,000. They severely criticized by 
by many of tlielr own countrymen, amt 
they bad some doubts of their own 
about the wisdom of their action. You 
boo, nobody knew then that corn and 
wheat would grow so abundantly in 
this territory, or that beyond the 
Mississippi there were such stretches 
of glorious pasture-lands, or that un¬ 
derneath its mountainous regions there 
were such mines of gold, silver and 
copper. Americans saw only the com¬ 
mercial possibilities of the river, and 
all they wanted was the right of nav¬ 
igating it and the permission to ex¬ 
plore the unknown country to the west¬ 
ward.

Adjoining the nursery and separated { 
from it only by a dressing-room is the 
apartment of the head nurse, which is, 
of course, supplied with its private * 
bath. Near the room of the mistress 
of the house is the room of her maid, 
and it has the same conveniences as 
tiie others. 

Thus are the servants of the wealthy t 
housed. When it is taken into con¬ 
sideration that these rooms are kept in 
order and supplied with everything 
needful by the housekeeper, the lot of 
the household servant in the United 
States seems more desirable Ilian ever. 

Most houses in which n large stuff 
of servants arc employed have also a 
sittingroom for their diversion. Of 
course, not oil of the new houses built 
now have such an equipment ns this 
one. It Is intended Tor fl young couple 
married only a year ago. The bride's i 
mother gave It as her wedding present, 
and It will eost $000,000 when com¬ 
pleted.—New York Sun.

a determined charge in the flank, saved 
tiie day for the Confederates and made 
it possible for thorn to claim a victory 
in what the Union forces never called 
more than a drawn battle. 

At Gettysburg lie commanded the 
right wing of the Army of Northern 
; Virginia. He was wounded by his own 
troops in the battle of the Wilderness, 
but he was soon with his troops again 
and commanded the First Corps of 
Loo's army in all the battles of 1864 
and up to the surrender at Appomattox 
in 1.865. 

After the war he was first in busi¬ 
ness at New Orleans. Geib Grant gave 
him successively Federal positions, in- 
eluding postmaster of New Orleans; 
Hayes appointed him minister to Tur¬ 
key; Garfield made him a United 
States Marshal and McKinley a Bail- 
j road Commissioner. He was since 
married and the second wife, whom lie 
married when he was 76 and she 32.

If a time is fixed for the patient's 
meals, always be punctual. If kept 
waiting, most sick people lose tlieir 
desire to eat, and will reject the food 
when it is brought to them. 

He careful never to leave food in 
the sickroom in the hope that the pa¬ 
tient may eat it presently. Miss Flor¬ 
ence Nightingale, the world’s most fa¬ 
mous nurse, says this will simply pre¬ 
vent him from taking food at all. 

Never take a large quantity of any¬ 
thing at one time, thinking that be¬ 
cause the patient had liked it before 
he will like it again. In nine cases out 
of ten a sick person's appetite is very 
capricious. His food, therefore, should 
be varied as much as possible. 

Don’t rely too much on beef tea. It 
Is a useful stimulant, but is not really 
nourishing, as most people suppose it 
to be.
